He won five of his 
seven starts including Red Dragon Produce §&., at 
Chester; Caterham S., at Epsom; and Rous 
Stakes at Doncaster. He was weighted at 125 on 
English Free Handicap. At three and four, be- 
cause of his wins in the important Nunthorpe 
Stakes—England’s only weight-for-age sprint 
race without penalties and regarded as the 
premier sprint race—he was considered Eng- 
land’s leading sprinter.

Correlation Takes One Derby, 


Becomes Threat for Another 


MIAMI 


Robert S. Lytle’s Correlation, a_ big, 
sturdy colt, and Willie Shoemaker, the 
brilliant 22-year-old jockey, came _ by 
plane from California for their first 
whack at Florida racing and stole the 
show in the third running of the Florida 
Derby on March 22 at Gulfstream Park. 

Correlation responded well to Shoe- 
maker’s riding to win the last important 
3-year-old event of the winter season from 
Woodvale Farm’s Goyamo, Cain Hoy 
Stable’s Big Crest, Joe W. Brown’s Louis- 
iana Derby winner Gigantic, and a dozen 
others. He thereby made himself a defi- 
nite threat in the Kentucky Derby. 

The son of Free America, 13th leaving 
the club house turn, was home first by a 
length. He was steered inside of Goyamo 
in the stretch run, and swept past him 
in the final strides. Goyamo was ridden 
brilliantly, too, by Eddie Arcaro, who 
had flown in from New York. He was 
some fifteen or twenty lengths out of it 
early, came around horses reaching the 
head of the stretch, but after moving into 
a lead of a length and a half at the 
eighth-pole, weakened suddenly. Never-

theless, Goyamo finished about seven 
lengths before Big Crest (stablemate of 
*Turn-to), and it was another length back 
to Gigantic. 

The race was run on a heavy track, 
as indicated by the slow time of 1:551% 
for the mile and a furlong. Correlation 
and Goyamo carried 119 pounds each, 
three less than Gigantic and Greentree 
Stable’s Maharajah, It appeared from the 
press box that Maharajah was blocked on 
the inside along the backstretch and, as a 
result, got the worst of it. Had he been 
clear of interference, however, we doubt 
whether he would have beaten Correlation. 

Black Metal, from Maine Chance Farm, 
was a strong contender for about seven 
furlongs, after which the son of Lord

owner of Correlation. 


Boswell backed up and finished seventh. 
Another disappointment was Hasty House 
Farm’s Sea O Erin, the Fountain of 
Youth Handicap winner. When overnight 
rains had soaked the tracks, Sea O Erin’s 
stock soared, since he loves an off-course. 
But he didn’t have it in Gulfstream’s rich 
race—at least, not after the three-six- 
teenths marker. He bore out all the way 
while making the pace. 


Shoemaker had only one winner at 
Gulfstream and, of course, it was worth 
$10,000, or 10 per cent of the guaranteed 
$100,000 purse. The little fellow had in- 
jured his right knee the day before in a 
fall from Tim’s Own, a 2-year-old which 
had bucked and run into another horse on 
the way to the post. Ironically, this was 
his first 2-year-old mount of the season. 
There was a slight question that Willie 
would be able to ride Correlation in 
the race. He limped noticeably, and, after 
winning the Derby, admitted that the knee 
pained him. 


In Shoemaker, observers saw a rider 
that lived up to all advance notices. He’s 
a fine gentleman, and a lad who is not 
gabby. 

Correlation, as a 2-year-old, did the 
bulk of his campaigning on the West 
where he won the Charles S. 


Coast, 


Shoemaker, trainer Noble Threewit. 
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Howard Handicap, at Hollywood Park. 

Shipped to New York, he was second to 
Fisherman in the East View Stakes, and 
then second to *Turn-to in the Garden 
State Stakes. That ended his racing for 
the season, and he was returned to Cali- 
fornia. 

At Santa Anita Park two weeks ago, 
he went out for his first winter start, 
ran a creditable fourth, and immediately 
was shipped by air to Miami for the 
Gulfstream Derby. In the Final Exam 
Handicap a week ago, he ran third in an 
excellent effort after such a long ship- 
ment. 

In 1953, he earned $94,704, and so far 
this year he has won $101,100. He'll be 
conditioned for the Kentucky Derby, and 
for the Preakness and the Belmont Stakes. 


BALLYHOO. That ballyhoo pays off, 
no matter how expensive the job, was 
best demonstrated by the record crowd 
of 31,765 that jammed the Hallandale 
track. To Horace Wade, the man who 
does everything but ride in a race, goes 
praise for his promotion of the Derby. 
The entertainment and features connected 
with the program very colorful. 

The show probably cost president 
Jimmy Donn and his associates about 
$150,000, in addition to the $100,000 
posted for the Derby. Wade and his staff 
banged out reams of copy, which reached 
every area in the East. They hauled in 
and entertained some seventy writers 
from the East and Middle West. Inci- 
dentally, it was Wade who got Correla- 
tion to come here.

RECORDS. The Florida Derby crowd, 
which smashed the former record of 23,- 
547 established on Derby Day in 1953, 
pushed $1,882,267 through the machines 
on nine races.

The attendance 
and betting totals still are running ahead 
of those recorded in 1953. For the first

He won five of 
his nine races at two, including the 
Sagamore Stakes, and at three won seven 
of his ten starts, finishing second in the 
other three. He took the Blue Grass 
Stakes at Keeneland and was first by nine 
lengths in the Derby Trial at Churchill 
Downs, but pulled up lame and was away 
from the races for two years, then raced 
briefly as a 5-year-old. 

Stakes winners by Ocean Wave are 
Faga-La, Ocean Mist, and Ocean-Bridge.

The Air Clears in Michigan 


The threat of an investigation of Mich- 
igan racing by the Michigan Assembly 
(THE Bioop-Horse of March 20, page 
694) died last week when Sen, Perry W. 
Greene, chairman of the Michigan Senate 
Affairs Committee, said that he was satis- 
fied with documented statements furnished 
the committee by the Michigan Racing 
Association, operator of Detroit Race 
Course. 

The Thoroughbred Turf Club, which 
is seeking the last available race track 
franchise in Michigan, recently charged 
that the Michigan Racing Association was 
controlled by out-of-state interests, and 
that the track was making large profits. 

Greene said he was satisfied that the 
MRA, which is headed by E. E. Dale 
Shaffer, former owner of Coldstream 
Stud, is controlled by Michigan resi- 
dents, and that the statements of the MRA 
auditors were correct. “The racing people 
may come back if they want to, but ‘t 
looks like the Turf (Thoroughbred Turf 
Club) group just put in a lot of charges 
and insinuations to gum things up,” 
Greene said. 


New Rule in Michigan 


Michigan has fallen into line with other 
Midwest states by adopting a rule that all 
horses claimed must be advanced 25 per 
cent in claiming price for one month. 

Last fall, at a conference on claiming 
rules held by racing commissioners from 
eight states, James Inglis, Michigan rac- 
ing commissioner, was the only dissenter 
on the proposal to force such an advance 
in claiming price. Inglis recently mailed 
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out 600 ballots to trainers and owners 
who raced in Michigan last year, asking 
for opinions on the rule. Since a large 
majority favored the new claiming rule, 
Inglis decided to adopt it. 

Another question which Inglis submitted 
to owners and trainers was a proposal to 
advance the claiming time to 30 minutes 
before the first race. Michigan now al- 
lows claims to be made until 15 minutes 
before post time of each race. The vote 
was 138 to 98 to retain the present rule, 
and Inglis said that he was willing to go 
along with the horsemen. 


Delaware Park Stakes 


Delaware Park this week announced a 
$310,000 stakes program, largest ever. of- 
fered at the track, for the 32-day spring 
meeting, which will open May 29. 

As in 1953, big race of the meeting will 
be the $100,000-added New Castle Handi- 
cap for fillies and mares, 3-year-olds and 
up. It will be run on July 5, closing day. 
There will be 11 stakes, the same number 
as last year, 

Bryan Field, vice president and general 
manager of Delaware Park, said the mini- 
mum purse for the meeting would be $3,- 
000, and purse distribution would total 
about $1,300,000. The stakes:

Churchi!l Downs said spring 
purse distribution would be $550,000, and 
fall purses about $400,000. 

(Churchill Downs later announced a 
purse agreement with the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association 
whereby $1,110,000 will be distributed at 
the two meetings). 

The commission also reappointed Jack 
Young as State steward and Dr. F. H. 
Riester as State veterinarian. 

At an earlier meeting, the commission 
had granted Dade Park, Kentucky’s other 
Thoroughbred track, a 29-day meeting, 
August 4-September 6. 


Bury Declines Toledo Job 


E. W. (Gene) Bury, who recently was 
appointed general manager of the new 
Toledo Turf Club (THE BLoop-Horse of 
February 20, page 480), announced last 
week that he would not accept the posi- 
tion, but said that he would serve “in an 
advisory capacity.” Bury said the post 
would have interfered with his job as 
racing secretary at Beulah Park. 

The Toledo Turf Club, which is headed 
by Thoroughbred breeder and owner Ralph 
A. Parachek, will operate Fort Miami race 
track, near Toledo, for the 1954 season.

Churchill Downs Ups Purses 


Churchill Downs race track and the 
central division of the Horsemen’s Bene- 
volent and Protective Association this 
week agreed on purse distribution for the 
spring and fall Churchill Downs meetings. 


The track will distribute $1,110,000 dur- 
ing 37 days of racing, an average of $30,- 
000 a day. The purses will total $105,000 


more than was offered in 1953 for the 
same number of days. The agreement has 
an escalator clause which calls for an 
additional $1,125 for each $25,000 in- 
crease in the mutuel handle. 

A few days before the agreement was 
announced, Joseph Kohout, president of 
the HBPA central division, said that 
“Churchill Downs has not been co-op- 
erative and the local committee will turn 
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negotiations over to the national purse 
committee by Monday.” Since the nego- 
tiations were completed Monday, the dis- 
pute was not turned over to the national 
committee, 

Stanley Hugenberg, executive vice 
president, represented Churchill Downs, 
and the HBPA was represented by Kohout, 
E. H. McMahon, secretary-treasurer of 
the central division, and H. D. Maggio, 
committeman. 

Kohout said the agreement also was 
approved by Howard Wells, chairman of 
the purse committee for the central di- 
vision, and Jake Lowenstein, a member 
of the purse committee. 


Randall Park Stakes 


Eleven stakes, with an added value of 
$117,500, have been announced for the 
Randall Park summer meeting, which will 
open on July 20 and close on September 6. 

Heading the list will be the $35,000- 
added Buckeye Handicap, for 3-year-olds 
and up, to be run on closing day. The 
other stakes include two at $15,000, two 
at $10,000, one at $7,500, and five at 
$5,000. Last year, Randall ran 10 stakes, 
with an added value of $87,500. The list:

On March 9, three days after he had finished 
a close-up fourth in the first race of his 3-year-old 
season at Santa Anita Park, he was flown to 
Gulfstream Park. There he finished third to Post 
Prandial and Goyamo in the seven-furlong over- 
night Final Exam Handicap on March 13. His 
impressive victory in the Florida Derby a week 
later placed him among the leading candidates 
for the later classics. 

Correlation and the favored Goyamo were far 
back in the 16-horse field for the first half-mile, 
while Sea O Erin was making the pace, just ahead 
of Sir Chris, Black Metal, and Remand. On the 
last turn, where Sea O Erin had taken a_ two- 
length lead, Eddie Arcaro made his challenge 
with Goyamo. By the time the favorite had gained 
the lead, Willie Shoemaker had driven Correla- 
tion initio second place. A length and a half be- 
hind at the eighth-pole, Correlation kept to the 
rail and went to the front to win by a length. 
Big Crest, third, was seven lengths behind Goyamo. 

Representing the first crop of foals by the 
syndicated Free America, Correlation was foaled 


February 14, 1951, at Northridge Farms in the 
San Fernando Valley near Los Angeles. He was 
bred by Wilbur D. May and Robert S. Lytle and 
carried their colors in his first seven races. At 
the Hollywood Park meeting last summer Lytle 
bought out his partner’s interest, and then won 
the Charles S. Howard Stakes with the colt. The

Two hours later, Joe Dunn, owner of 
the filly, found Del Parie writhing in pain 
in her stall. A second examination re- 
vealed that the filly had broken two 
vertebrae in the fall. Veterinarians said 
that there was no chance for recovery, and 
Del Parie was humanely destroyed. 


NEW ENGLAND OBJECTIVES 
The New England Thoroughbred Breed- 


ers’ and Owners’ Association met March 
14 at the Plaza Hotel in Providence and 
outlined three objectives: 1) to obtain the 
co-operation of New England race tracks 
in obtaining sufficient stalls for New 
England horses, 2) to have races carded 
each week for New England-bred horses, 
and 3) to allow New England-bred horses 
a five-pound weight advantage at New 
England tracks. 

The association endorsed a suggestion 
that the New England Futurity at Rock- 
ingham Park be televised. 

Association president Joseph L. Ayotte 
and Max White, president of the New 
England division of the Horsemen’s Bene- 
volent and Protective Association, said 
they would meet with management at each 
New England track to ask that the tracks 
open six weeks before each meeting.

Racing Board to Give Approval 
Of New Rules Before April 26 


CHICAGO 


The Illinois Racing Board soon will 
adopt a new draft of rules for Thorough- 
bred racing in the Prairie State. The new 
rules, already tentatively approved, will 
become effective before the season opens 
at Sportsman’s Park on April 26. (There 
will be a five-day charity meeting prior 
to the regular season, which begins on 
May 1.) 

Actually, few new rules have been add- 
ed. Several old ones, notably those deal- 
ing with claiming, have been amended, 
while a number of former rules have 
been deleted. (If left to his own devices 
this writer would eliminate still others). 


New rules include one requiring the en- 
tire personnel in all departments to be 
fingerprinted, Another prohibits the sale 
of alcoholic beverages (beer excepted) on 
the backstretch of all race tracks in IIli- 
nois, 

Spokesmen for the bartenders union 
modified their opposition to the liquor ban 
when it was pointed out that the continued 
sale of beer probably would require as 
many bartenders as formerly. They said 
their only concern over the new rule was 
its possible reduction in the number of 
bartenders employed. Stable hands, who 
go outside to become intoxicated or bring 
in bottle goods, will face the possible loss 
of their badges as a result of contemplated 
rigid surveillance by gatemen and track 
police. 

Representatives of the hotel and restau- 
rant employees, and bartenders’ unions 
joined with those of the mutuel clerks in 
opposing the fingerprinting rule. They ex- 
pressed fear that some of their members, 
who had atoned for an earlier ‘wrong-do- 
ing, might be presecuted later as a result 
of the fingerprint record. 

Joe Kohout, for the HBPA, and Sterling 
Young and Ike Bassett, for the Jockey 
Guild, said their organizations would not 
be opposed to fingerprinting if it were 
applied uniformly to all elements of rac- 
ing. Paul Serdar, board chairman, said 
it would apply to the board members 
themselves, all persons under their juris- 
diction, and all track and concessionaire 
employees. Illinois is the first state to 
adopt such a sweeping and mandatory 
rule on fingerprinting. 

The board held meetings on March 9 
and 18 for the purpose of permitting any 
elements of racing, the press, and the 
public to criticise or object, or make any 


recommendations, in connection with the 
proposed rules. 

There were only two objections. These 
came from the allied associations, Arling- 
ton Park and Washington Park, and had to 
do with two deletions from the old rules. 
The board retained part of a former rule 
which prohibits the employment by tracks 
or horsemen of minors under the age of 
16. It struck from the same old rule a pro- 
vision barring minors under 16 from the 
backstretch as visitors, even if accom- 
panied by parents or other responsible per- 
sons, 

Chairman Serdar declared his belief 
that children should be encouraged to 
take an interest in horses and racing in

the same manner in which they are en- 
couraged to participate in other phases of 
the sport in which horses are participants. 

Speaking for Arlington-Washington 
Parks, Dudley Jessopp, an attorney, and 
Robert E. Carroll, an insurance man, said 
the presence of younger children on the 
backstretch would result in increased in- 
surance rates in cases of injuries to such 
minors. 

Robert F. Carey, managing director of 
Hawthorne, whose family owns that track, 
was in Florida at the time of the March 
18 meeting, but he sent word through a 
representative that he would rather absorb 
any increase in insurance rates than bar 
properly attended youngsters from the 
stable area. Joe Kohout demanded the 


right of himself and other horsemen to 
take their children to their barns to see 
the horses. Jessopp said the opposition 
of his clients was based entirely on the in- 
surance and liability question. The rule re. 
mained as newly drafted. 


Arlington and Washington Parks ob- 
jected also to deletion of the so-called 
“seven day cooling out” rule, sometimes 
referred to as the “gestapo” rule. This 
was one of the longest and most drastic 
rules in the old book. It required all 
elements of racing to abide by the condi- 
tions of a meeting, once such meeting 
has started, and to give seven days no- 
tice of any intention to discontinue ac- 
ceptance of such conditions, Violation of 
its provisions, or failure to justify, in the 
eyes of the Racing Board, an interrup- 
tion of racing, would have made an of- 
fending person or group liable to being 
“forever barred from engaging in any 
activities at any racetrack in the State 
of Illinois.” 

This former rule was written and 
adopted in 1944 under circumstances 
which were not even mentioned at the 
recent hearings. Neither was the history 
of its operation discussed. For that rea- 
son the origin and history of this aban- 
doned rule will be omitted here, but it 
may be stated that horsemen considered 
it a “one-way road,” altogether favorable 
to the race tracks. 


Jessopp said the race tracks want pro- 
tection from the possibility of any strike 
which might interrupt a meeting. At the 
close of this phase of the hearing Chair- 
man Serder and Commissioner William 
S. Miller (Commissioner Frank Warton 
was absent) suggested that all elements 
of racing, with their attorney, meet in an 
effort to draft a rule on this subject 
which might be satisfactory to everyone. 
Meanwhile, the old rule remains deleted. 
The rules governing claiming were agreed 
upon by racing commissioners of Middle 
Western states at a meeting at Lexing- 
ton last October. They require a claimed 
horse to be “moved up” at least 25 per 
cent for a period of 30 days after he is 
claimed, 

Another rule provides: “A claimed 
horse shall not enter for 30 days after 
being claimed, in a race in which the 
determining eligibility price is less than 
25 per cent more than the price at which 
the horse was claimed.” This rule, bor- 
rowed from Louisiana, is calculated to 
bar from optional claiming races horses 
which otherwise might with impunity 
meet others of inferior class in such races. 
No specific mention was made of optional 
races, but it might be added parenthetical- 
ly that there is far from being a unanim- 
ity of opinion in their favor among horse- 
men or racing officials. 

Under the new rules horsemen may 
scratch down to eight interests without 
permission from the stewards, except in 
races constituting the daily double, in 
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which the bottom number is ten. 

Another rule bars maidens over four 
years old. Six years was the former age 
limit for maidens. However, the board 
deleted the rule barring horses over 12 
years old. This was done on the theory 
that most horses eliminate themselves be- 
fore they are 12, whereas an old horse 
like Take Wing or Ksar of Audley, for 
example, should be permitted to race as 
long as he does so creditably. 

One of the new betting rules requires 
associations to provide win, place, and 
show pools in all races in which six or 
more interests are represented, win and 
place pools in races of four interests, win 
pool only in races having two or three 
horses. 

The board approved the new Jockey 
Club scale of weights and apprentice 
rules, which have been widely discussed. 


TAXATION 


15 Per Cent Salve 


The New York State legislature last 
week added to the trials of New York 
racing fans, Already saddled with the 
highest pari-mutuel takeout in the coun- 
try. those who wish to sit in the club 
house this year will have to pay 15 per 
cent more admission tax. 

The new tax will be levied by all coun- 
ties in which race tracks are located, ex- 
cept Saratoga County. 

In this new move the legislature appar- 
ently was attempting to salve the hurt 
feelings of counties near New York City. 
which last year came out on the short end 
of a law allowing the State to take 1 per 
cent of the mutuel tax away from the 
counties each year. By 1956, the State 
will receive 1] per cent of the pari-mutuel 
tax, and the counties will get nothing. 


N. J. Wants More Tax 


The New Jersey legislature’s Commis- 
sion on State Tax Policy this week recom- 
mended an increase in the pari-mutuel 
tax from 12 to 15 per cent, with the in- 
crease going to the State. This recom- 
mendation, and several others designed to 
bolster a wobbly treasury, was included 
in a 176-page report which it sent to 
Gov. Robert B. Meyner. The commis- 
sion’s goal was an extra $31,000.00 in 
revenue. 


Escape 


A California Assembly Committee on 
Revenue and Taxation last week killed 
three bills which would have increased 
taxation of Thoroughbred race tracks by 
$14,000,000. The three had been intro- 
duced by Republican Bruce Allen, of 
San Jose. 


OBITUARY 


Dr. James Farquharson 


Dr. James Farquharson, 57, former 
chairman of the Colorado Racing Com- 
mission and one of the country’s leading 
veterinarians, died recently in Phoenix, 
Ariz., where he was visiting friends. Dr. 
Farqunarson had been in poor health since 
last fall, when he suffered a heart attack. 

A native of Scotland, Dr. Farquharson 
served in the Canadian Army during 
World War I. After the war, he went 
to Colorado A. & M. University, Fort 
Collins, Colo. There, after receiving his 
D.V.M. degree in 1921, he joined the staff 
of the Veterinary College. 

Dr. Fahuharson was a pioneer in live- 
stock surgery, including the administra- 
tion of anesthetics. Calf diphtheria was 
a fatal disease until he discovered that it 
could be controlled with sulfapyzidine. 

In 1935 Dr. Farquharson was named 
dean of veterinary medicine and surgery 
and head of the veterinary hospital at 
Colorado A. & M., a position he held un- 
til his retirement last year. 

He was named a member of the Colo- 
rado Racing Commission when it was 
formed in January, 1949. In August, 1949, 
he was elected chairman, and served un- 
til 1952. He then was secretary of the 
commission until he resigned in Decem- 
ber, 1952. 

Dr. Farquharson once served as presi- 
dent of the American Veterinary Medical 
Association and once as treasurer of the 
National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners. In 1950 he received the 
Borden Award, given annually by the 
AVMA to an outstanding veterinarian. 

Dr. Farquharson treated many well 
known horses during his career. Lloyd’s 
of London asked him to make an examina- 
tion of Your Host to determine whether 
the horse should be destroyed. He treated 
Hill Prince in 1951 when the Chenery 
colt suffered a fissure fracture of the 
lower end of the cannon bone of his right 
hind leg. Dr. Farquharson predicted that 
Hill Prince would return to top form, and 
later in the year the colt won the New 
York Handicap under 128 pounds. 


James T. Looney 


James T. Looney. the “Burgoo King.” 
for whom the late Col. E. R. Bradlev 
named his 1932 Kentucky Derby winner, 
died March 23 at his home in Lexington. 
He was 84. 

A native of Mt. Sterling. Ky., Looney 
worked in eastern Kentucky sawmills. as 
a railroad fireman, and as a restaurant 
operator. In 1894 he formed a partner- 
ship with Leonard B. Shouse in a retail 
grocery business on Lexington’s East 
Main Street. Thirteen years later he and 
Shouse bought and remodeled the old 
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Leonard Hotel. The partnership was dis- 
solved in 1912, Looney taking the grocery 
store and Shouse the hotel. Shouse went 
on to the Lafayette Hotel, and Looney 
stayed in the grocery business. 

It was while the two men were part- 
ners that Mr. Looney developed his ‘bur- 
goo” stew, which he made and sold at 
concessions the the two men had at the 
Lexington trotting track. Looney remained 
active as a caterer until about six months 
ago, when he became ill. 

Looney raced a small stable for sev- 
eral years. He won the Illinois Derby in 
1933 with Sweeprush. 


Dave Peel 


David Harp Peel died March 22 at Clai- 
borne Farm, Paris, Ky., after 68 years 
with Thoroughbred horses. He would have 
been 85 years old on March 26, 

Born in Fayette County, Kentucky, Peel 
learned his first lessons in horse-handling 
at the Nursery Stud. where he was em- 
ployed in 1885, shortly after August Bel- 
mont Sr. moved his breeding stock from 
Long Island to Kentucky. When the Nurs- 
ery Stud was dispersed in 1891, Peel 
moved to Marcus Daly’s Bitter Root 
Ranch in Montana, where he remained 
until after Daly’s death and the sale of 
his breeding stock in 1901. 

After his return to Kentucky he broke 
yearlings, shipped horses, and was occu- 
pied with various other jobs until 1918, 
when Arthur B. Hancock employed him to 
take charge of the broodmares at Clai- 
borne Farm. He remained there until his 
death, though he had been retired from 
active work some years ago. “I’ve helped 
breed more high-class mares than any man 
in America.” he often said, without much 
likelihood of contradiction. 

Survivors in the immediate family are 
his wife, Mrs. Nettie Crystal Peel; a 
daughter, Mrs. Dora Peel Haines, of Lex- 
ington; and a sister. Mrs. John Case, of 
Wilmore.

covered later that Santa Amaro, a French 
horse with a considerably better record 
than Francasal’s, had been substituted. 


Learn by Doing 


At Washington State College, Pullman, 
Wash., where students of light horse hus- 
bandry learn to do by doing, they also 
learn to judge by judging.

“Overseas Threat” 


The amalgamation of the English, Irish, 
and French Free Handicaps (THE BLoop- 
Horse, March 13) showed that ten of the 
best 31 2-year-olds of 1953 were French, 
and that this proportion was identical with 
the expectancy based on the relative num- 
ber of foals and 2-year-old starters (32 per 
cent French). However, the Anglo-Irish 
horses are more numerous in the top 
ranks, Is that enough to dissipate any 
“fear of overseas threat” in the English 
classics of 1954? 


The actual situation in those races is 
summarized in the following tabulation, 
which shows, first, the number of horses 
nominated for each of the classics and the 
percentage of these bred in France; sec- 
ond, the total number and French percent- 
age left in the races at the end of the 1953 
season; and finally, the number of eligibles 
and French percentage among the 31 lead- 
ers in the amalgamated Free Handicap.

and one-fourth of the total number nom- 
inated, the percentage for the group being 
one-fifth. With the exception of the Derby, 
there is a smaller percentage of French 
horses among those which remain eligible 
at the end of the 2-year-old season. The 
decline is most notable in the Oaks. 


On the other hand, among the 31 leaders 
in the amalgamated Free Handicap, the 
French fillies seem well placed in One 
Thousand Guineas and Oaks, while the 
French colts have a net gain in the St. 
Leger and a small one in the Derby, as is 
shown by the following list:

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amination, based on the most recent re- 
sults. 

In the Two Thousand Guineas, which 
requires speed and precocity, the two 
French horses may not be at their best, 
especially Beigler Bey, whose sire was 
backward, while Friendship’s sire finished 
only second in the French Guineas. During 
the last five years, the four Anglo-Irish 
winners and the first English horse behind 
Thunderhead in 1952 were all among the 
leading twenty in the 2-year-old Free 
Handicap, four of them being in the first 
ten. It is not likely that the race will be 
won by a colt unraced at two; this feat 
has not been repeated since Le Ksar and 
Pasch, in 1937 and 1938. So, as far as our 
reasoning will permit anticipation, the 
Two Thousand should go to one of the 
leaders in the English Free Handicap. 

In the One Thousand Guineas, no one 
of the five leading fillies can be eliminated 
because of her sire, Cordova, however, is 
a poor traveler, and Vamarie should be 
the biggest danger to Sybil’s Niece. 

In the Derby, the first thing to keep in 
mind is that the sire of every winner in 
the last 20 years had won over a mile and 
a half, at least. This consideration appears 
to shorten the chances of Royal Challenger 
(although his dam provides considerable 
stamina), King’s Evidence, Coronation 
Year, and Princely Gift, whose sires won 
over eight or ten furlongs. Only three of 
the others are not by a Derby winner—

Crop by crop By Jimminy has shown an extreme consistency of quality. Excluding 2-year-olds of 1953, he 
has had horses which won or placed in stakes in each crop of foals. Among his performers: Bold (winner

Alpenhorn, Falstaff, and Peppermint 
(whose sire was beaten a head by Sandjar 
in the Prix du Jockey Club of 1947). The 
other nine are all by Derby winners, Eng- 
lish, French, or Italian. In the last seven 
years the great Nearco has accounted for 
only one Derby winner, as against six for 
the French lines; this would appear to 
enhance the chances of Beigler Bey, Row- 
ston Manor, Friendship, and Court Splen- 
dour. There are still 79 unraced horses 
engaged in the Derby. of which 35 are 
French. two American, and one Italian; 
but in the last 20 years the only Derby 
winner which failed to race at two was the 
French Bois Roussel, winner in 1938. 

Only one Oaks winner in the last 20 
years was by a sire which won at no more 
than a mile: Lovely Rosa (1936). by 
Tolgus. Thus the chances of Sybil’s Niece 
are diminished as compared with those of 
Cordova and Alba Nox. But among the 
last five winners of the Oaks, one was un- 
raced at two (Asmena), one was No. 78 in 
the Free Handicap (Musidora), and the 
three most recent winners were not good 
enough at two to be included in the Free 
Handicap, which, in consequence, does not 
appear to provide reliable cues for finding 
the Oaks winner. 

The only St. Leger winner in the last 
20 years whose sire did not win over a 
mile and a half or more was the American 
Black Tarquin, by *Rhodes Scholar, a

and Sybil’s Niece (whose sire was a 
miler) are at a disadvantage; since Key. 
soe in 1919, the only fillies to win the 
Leger were Sun Chariot in 1942 and Her. 
ringbone in 1943, when the race was run 
at Newmarket. Five victories in the last 
ten years went to French lines, three to 
Precipitation, one to Nearco, and one to 
the exiled *Rhodes Scholar; this should be 
a good indication, even if only four of the 
ten were ranked high as 2-year-olds. So 
there are reasons to hesitate between Lan- 
dau (son of the St. Leger winner Sun 
Chariot) and the unraced French colt 
Estremadur, whose brother Arbar was 
beaten a head by Sayajirao in 1947. 

In short, the English colts have the best 
chance in the Two Thousand Guineas; 
the French fillies seem well placed in the 
One Thousand and Oaks, though the lat- 
ter is most frequently won by backward 
fillies; nine horses at least can lay claims 
to origins worthy of the Derby, particu- 
larly the French colts and progeny of 
French lines; and the St. Leger admits 
some of the unraced colts for considera- 
tion against the most worthy candidates 
in the Free Handicap. 

As a matter, of fact, the Free Handicap 
is a very good indicator for the Guineas 
and Derby in both France and England. 
Of the 31 winners of those six classics in 
the last five years, 17 came from among 
the Jeading ten in the Free Handicap,

and two others (Scratch and Corejada) 
should have been in the front rank, but 
missed being rated because they were of 
French origin and won only in England. 
These 19 classic winners, 61 per cent of 
the total, include seven English horses, 
twelve French. 

The greater consistency of the French 
horses is indicated by the following table, 
which shows the 2-year-old performance 
of the leading 20 as they were ranked in 
the Free Handicaps at the end of their 
3-year-old season. The tabulation accounts 
for the years 1949 through 1953.

The table shows a rather remarkable 
difference between the two countries: 38 
per cent of the best 3-year-olds in France 
come from the best 2-year-olds, as against 
19 per cent in Great Britain. The top- 
ranked 3-year-olds which developed late 
are more numerous in England, but those 
unraced at two are more numerous in 
France—a more or less paradoxical re- 
sult. 

These results may be explained by the 


difference between the British and French 
racing calendars, They also show why the 
comparison between British and French 
2-year-olds can provide no perfect key to 
the classic problem, and why the “over- 
seas threat” must never be underesti- 
mated in England’s classic races. 


First Clasicos in Argentina 


Argentina’s first clasicos for 2-year-olds 
(foals of 1951) were run early in March 
at San Isidro, Buenos Aires. The Premio 
Iniciacion (formerly Carlos Casares), for 
fillies, 1.000 meters, was won by Ninon, 
a gray filly by Tonto—Inglesa, by Loan- 
ingdale; at the finish she had an advant- 
age of three lengths over Alcolea (by Ad- 
vocate), with Gust (by Gusty) third, and 
Crisolada (by The Dolphin) fourth. 

None of the first four was sold by auc- 
tion, and all were being broken before the 
sales at Palermo began in October. The 
winner carried the colors of her breeder, 
Felix de Alzaga Unzue, who was presi- 
dent of the Jockey Club from 1934 to 
1950. 

The Premio Primer Paso (formerly Guil- 
lermo Kemmis), for colts, fell to the sec- 
ond-choice Teodosio, which won by no less 
than ten lengths and covered the 1,000 
meters in 5824 seconds. El Shah (by 
Claro) was second, the favorite Sirocco 
(by Cairngorm, son of Hyperion) third, 
and Petaro fourth in the big field. The 


winner made a great impression, and 
should be top class in distances up to a 
mile. His sire, Claro (Colombo—Clovelly, 
by *Mahmoud out of the Oaks winner 
Udaipur), ordinarily gets milers and 
sprinters, and his dam, Virsha, was very 
fast at short distances, going to pieces 
when she attempted as much as seven 
furlongs.

About Jockeys’ Agents 
(From Everett McIntire, Evansville, Ind.) 


I feel that your very useful magazine 
maybe is published more in the interest 
of breeding, but, being a subscriber, I 
feel that your experience may have 
brought you in contact with the same 
thing that I have in mind, something that 
has many times caused a lot of trouble 
to track officials, owners. agents, trainers, 
etc. The question: Who is engaged to ride 
whose horse? It seems that an owner 
speaks to a jockey agent, trying to en- 
gage a jockey for his horse. He gets a 
verbal okay. He then finds, on the day 
of the race, his jockey also is named on 
another. I feel that it would be simple to 
correct this situation, if it were properly 
presented to the track officials. Hoping 
you will consider same for the possible 
value to all concerned. 

I suggest that at each track, when an 
agent registers, he be given a form book 
with duplicate tickets that he must use. 
The carbon tickets would be numbered 
like the original. When the agent is 
approached, he would then furnish the 
owner, or trainer, with a copy of the 
agreed engagement. The track, of course, 
would have to make a penalty for misuse. 
But I am sure this would help keep har- 
mony for all concerned. The tickets 
would only have to be presented, in case 
of a misunderstanding, to the track of- 
ficials.
